Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-40 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
With respect to claims 1, 13, and 26, though the prior art discloses an optical polyolefin film 
comprising: a layer of simultaneous biaxially stretched film being substantially non-absorbing 
and non-scattering for at least one polarization state of visible light and having x, y, and z 
orthogonal refractive indices wherein at least two of the refractive indices are not equal, an in- 
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plane retardance being 100 nm or less and an out-of-plane retardance being 55 nm or greater, the 
prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the aforementioned combination further comprising a 
crystallization modifier. 

With respect to claims 2-12, 14-25, and 27-40, these claims depend on either claims 1, 
13, or 26 and are allowable at least for the reasons stated supra.
